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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed August 15, 2005 
have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant alleges that Miyazawa is "not relevant art". Examiner disagrees and 
submits that Miyazawa is relevant in that it is also involved with the problem of power conservation. Applicant alleges that "neither 
reference shows a speech recognition unit other than a CPU, yet the speech recognition unit of Claim 29 is independent of the CPU". 
Examiner submits that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on 
combinations of references. See In re Keller. 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 
375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). In the instant case, the rejection was based on a combination where Barber teaches the independent unit from the 
CPU and Miyazawa teaches the speech recognition capability for the unit [see in re rejection of claim 29 in outstanding Office Action]. 
Applicant alleges that in both references, "there is no shared database". Examiner disagrees and submits that Barber discloses a shared 
database [50] as discussed in the outstanding rejection. Miyazawa was not cited for this specific limitation. All other claims were not 
argued separately. 
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
